Mrs. Breckenridge spoke with animation, 
predicting when the time comes to elect an- 
other president there will be not less than 
4,000,000 women voters in the country. 


Rabbi Wise Angers “Antis.” 

Rabbi Wise stirred up the ire of the “antis’’ 
by the vigorous character of his attacks on 
the opponents of woman suffrage. He paid 
a high tribute to President Wilson, but as- 
serted that a true democracy would not 
become a reality until women were accorded 
the right to vote. He ridiculed the notion 
this would result in militancy, feminism, or 
socialism. 

Hisses came from the gallery occupied by 
the antis ** when in answer to the argument 
that suffrage would break up homes, the 
rabbi declared that homes in which there is 
discord should be broken up. 

The principal speaker for the antis was 
former Assemblyman John A. Matthews of 
Essex. One of his points was that suffrage 
is not a right, but a mere privilege.

BRITISH PRESS DIVIDED. 


Radicals Bitter in Denuneſation 
of Methods Patterned After 
Those of Oom Paul.

LONDON, Jan. 20, 3 a. m. ven in those 
Quarters where the action of the South Afri- 
can government in deporting to England ten 
leaders of the strike on the railroads and in 
the mines is looked upon with admiration, 
there are gome misgivings regarding the re- 
sults of this drastic policy, both in Soeth 
Africa and in England. 

Gen. Botha’s unexpected step to rid the 
country of the strike leaders by sending them 
secretly to Natal to be placed aboard a steam- 
er and shipped to Engiand is compared with 
the methods used by Paul Kruger, and which 
were referred to in this country as one cause 
of the Boer war. 


Predict Revulsion of Feeling. 

The Daily Mail says it has an uncensored 
dispatch from Pretoria to the effect that the 
public is getting restive, thinking that Gen- 
Botha is carrying things too far and predict- 
ing a revulsion of feeling. 

An anti-government dispatch from Cape 
Town says the country is astounded, but that 
the solid sentiment of the South African 
union is inclined to support the government. 

There is a rumor, which lacks confirmation, 
that Viscount Gladstone, governor of South 
Africa, is coming to London to explain the 
situation to the imperial authorities. 

It also is rumored that three labor leaders 
have been deported from Cape Town. 


Radicals Bitter in Denunciation. 

The radical newspapers are bitter in their 
denunciation of the action, but the conserva- 
tive organs are inclined to be facetious at the 
expense of those who expected much from 
the granting of autonomy to South Africa. 
The Tory Morning Post in a what-did-you- 
export rena: 

Did you think the Boer was a4 democrat? 
You gave South Africaja responsible govern- 
mem and the Boer controls that government.

Supporter of Carranza for 
Mexican Presidency. 


FIGHTS TO SAVE COUNTRY 


Sends Troops to Ascertain Fate 
of 25 Americans on Train 
Held Up by Bandits. 


Juarez, Mex., Jan. 28.—Gen. Francisco 
Villa, military commander of the rebel forces, 
today disclaimed any ambition to become 
president of Mexico in event the oy ag 
is successful. He sald that although 
victories against the Huerta forces at Ojinaga 
and Chihuahua had attracted attention to 
himself, yet he did not wish to overshadow 
Gen. Carranza, recognized by him as the 
leader of the revolution. 

Should Gen. Carranga become president 
he would receive my support and I would 
obey his commands,“ Gen. Villa said. “As 
proof of my loyalty and as evidence that I 
have no ambition to become president, I 
would leave the country if he ordered me to 
do so. I have never been in anything but 
the fullest accord with him. 


Sends Message to World. 

“TI wish all the nations of the world to 
know that I am not fighting to make myseif 
president —and here Gen. Villa clenched 
his flats by way of emphasis. We are not 
fighting to make any man president, but we 
hope once for all to save our country from 
spoliation and the ambitions of indjviduals. 
We are spreading the ideals of a republic and 
we are exterminating those who oppose us. 

In a few months we have liberated half of 
Mexico and in a few months more we shall 
liberate the other half.“ 

A trainload of rebels today was sent to Guz- 
man,eighty-five miles south of the border, to 
learn the fate of passengers, including 
twenty-five Americans, who were reported 
held up by Maximo Castillo’s bandits on the 
Mexico Northwestern rafircad. The bandits, 
after attacking the train, were said to have 
burned all the bridges. 


Another Plotter Exiled? 

Mexico City, Jan. 28.—The announcement 
by the war department today that Gen. Eu- 
genio Razon has been granted leave of ab- 
sence to go to Salvador has revived the report 
that he really was concerned in the recent 
alleged plot against the government, and itis 
thought that his going to Salvador may bein 
the nature of exiie. 

The lifting of the embargo by the United 
States on arms and ammunition for the rebels 
would not worry President Huerta greatly 
nor cause him to alter his policy, according to 
the reply he made today when it was sus 
gested that the American government might 
take that step. 

President Huerta said it was not lack of 
arms and ammunition that was enfeebling 
the rebela, but lack of money. They were get- 
ting as large supply of arms and ammunition 
as they —— — for now.“

More of the peculiar relations between cer- 
tain ratiroade and the private refrigerator 
lines operating over their systems Were

It was shown that in the cabe of 
the Nickel Plate the raliroads hed been pay- 
ing salaries of one of the car lines 

Edward W. Davies, general consignee in 
Chicago for southern shippers, brought more 
testimony tending to show there is favor for 
those in the north. Under existing tariffs, he 
sald, goods can be sent from here much more 
cheaply than from the south. 


Davies Gives Figures. 

Here are some.of his quotations: 

If a shipment of 400 hampers of lettuce 
were to be sent from Chicago to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., the charge would be, in re- 
frigerator care, $54.32. If it was desired to 
send this same shipment back it would 
cost $226. 

The same shipment sent from Chicago 
to New Orleans would cost $48, but sent 
from New Orleans to Chicago would coat 
$130. 

From W. A. Canniff of Cleveland, president 
of the Nickel Plate, little information was 
gleaned, but from the road's general freight 
agent, B. B. Morgan, interesting evidence 
was adduced. He said his company formerly 
had a contract with the Overland Refrigere- 
tor Dispatch, by which the railroad obtained 
the use of 250 cars and paid salaries to omi- 
¢ials of the car line amounting to $1,000 a 
month for $1,500 a month. The Overland 
company then was taken over by the Atlantic 
Seaboard Dispatch, he sald, and this month 
a new ¢ontract was entered into. This pro- 
vides for a rental of 250 cars a month at $15 
each. Salaries paid to officials of the car 
line were extra, he said. Mr. Megan said 
the Dela ware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad was a party to the agreement and 
used the cars.

The system of awarding appointive offices 
as the price of support in convention or at the 
legislature became. perfected and politics 
grew into a business which required book- 

ing and a properly kept debit and credit 
atcount. 

Some of the old fashioned leaders, like 
Lyman Trumbull, for instance, could never 
understand this, but John A. Logan, who was 
really Senator Oullom's preceptor in politics, 
readily grasped it, and after Gen. Logan's 
death the federal crowd,“ as the supporters 
of Cullom got to be called, constituted the 
best organized body of its kind in Illiffois. 
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In every corner of the state was a man or 
group of men, all of some importance local- 
ty, who held a federal office by the favor of 
the senator and in return looked after his 
interests at home and united in his aid in 
the state convention or when the legislature 
was to elect his successor. 

It should be said that in organizing this 
effective machine the senator always had an 
eye out for the proprieties. The men whom 
he recommended for office were of a class 
who could stand investigation. He invaria- 
bly picked men who stood well among their 
neighbors—they were the more valuable to 
him on that account—and there never was 
any public scandal connected with any of his 
appointments. This is considerably more 
than can be said of other distributions of 
patronage, notably that of Senator Lorimer 

During his long service in the senate—con- 
tinuously since 1883—Senator Cullom had but 
two major managers. The first one was John 
R. Tanner, and he looked after the Cullom 
interests in the state until the break betweer 
the two in 1990. After that John Ames of 
Streator was his manager. Ames took hold 
when Tanner tried to defeat Cullom for re- 
election in 1000 and won his fight over the 
man who formerly was his own leader. He 
was the close adviser of the senator ever 
afterwards. In return he was made marsha! 
of the northern district of Illinois and after- 
wards collector of customs at Chicago. 
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Senator Cullom's earlier political life was 
largely confined to Springfield and its local 
interests and in the house at Washington.

Cullom was still serving as governor When 
he was elected to the United Setates senate 
in 1883 to succeed David Davis. The elec- 
tion aroused considerable controversy, as 
many good lawyers held that under the state 
constitution a governor was not eligible to 
the senate during his term of office. 

— : , 

These protests were brushed aside, how- 
ever, and Senator Cullom took his seat in 
the senate, leaving Lieut. Gov. Hamilton to 
finish his term as chief executive of the 
state. During his early career in the upper 
house at Washington Cullom was a minor 
figure in Illinois politics, as John A. Logan, 
his colleague and leader, held the center of 
the stage. After Senator Logan's death 
Senator Cullom became the leader of the 
“federal crowd” in Illinois and had held 
the place ever since. 

He was reéiected to the senate in 1889, again 
in 1895, and in 1901 and 1907. His term of 
service was just thirty years. 

During Tanner’s term as governor he and 
Cullom fell out. The real reason for the 
quarrel was never made public, but on Tan- 
ner’s part at least the feeling was intensely 
bitter. He attacked the senator: viciously 
in both written and oral utterances and an- 
nounced himself as a candidate to succeed 
him. At that time matters looked serious 
for Cullom. 

The state convention met in Peoria in 1900 
to name candidates for state offices and in- 
cidentally to indorse a candidate for senator

Cullom did not know which way. to turn, 
and with his habitual indecision in an emer- 
gency would have passively allowed himself 
to be beaten had not John Ames appealed to 
Charles G. Dawes, the controller of the cur- 
rency and the right band man of President 
McKinley. 

Dawes urged on Cullom the necessity of 
making a positive fight, telling him it wes no 
time to let matters drift in the good old way, 
and with the aid of the anti-Lorimer-Hanecy 
delegates from Chicago and the federal fol- 
lowing which was back of the candidacy of 
Congressman Reeves of Streator for governor 
Tanner was beaten in the convention and a 
resolution favoring the re#lection of Cullom 
was adopted. The next winter at Springfield 
Tanner renewed his fight before the legisla- 
ture, but he was then ont of office and Cul- 
lom was pretty ‘easily reélected. 

In 1907 Richard Yates, then an ex-governor, 
thought he was a candidate for the senate 
against Cullom, and made a contest in the 
primaries. The Yates candidacy proved more 
of a joke than anything else, however, and 
Cullom won the primary without any real 
effort. He was reélected to the senate with- 
out any opposition worthy the name.

Followed Lincoln in Politics. 

Cullom became a follower of Lincoln polit- 
ically. Cullom at first was a Know-Nothing 
and was an elector on the Millard Fillmore 
ticket in 1856. Then Lincoln joined the Re- 
publican party and Cullom followed suit. 
1 was at the Republican convention of 

There was a conference of party. leaders on 
the eve of this convention, and Cullom came 
in and sat by Lincoln during the discussion. 
He heard Lincoln declare that whatever the 
political result might be so far as he himself 
was concerned he proposed to state his view 
of the slavery issue. Lincoln: foresaw that 
his stand on thie issue would injure his 
chances of being elected to the senate that 
year. Cullom followed him ‘through his de- 
dates with Douglas and the campaign ending 
in the election of the latter to the senate by 
the Illinois legislature. 

“We all hoped that Lincoln, in spite of the 
advanced stand he took, had obtained a ma- 
jority of the legislature,” he said. When 
we found otherwise we were greatly discour- 
aged. I expressed my disappointment to 
Lincoln. Putting his hand on my shoulder, 
he sad: Never mind, my boy; it will come 
out all right in the end.“ I have always 
thought that he saw then the course of events 
which as a result of the attitude he had 
adopted would make him the logical Repub- 
lican candidate for the presidency in 1860.“ 


Saddened by Lincoln Farewell. 


Mr. Cullom had a vivid recollection of the 
gloomy morning of Feb. 11, 1861, when Lin- 
cain bade farewell to Springfield forever and 
started for Washington to be inaugurated 
president of the United States. He was one 
of the throng at the railway station that 
listened to Lincaln's: solemn and touching 
parting words. 

Mr. Cullom in the ensuing years frequently 
was in Washington and saw much of the 


„ Seward did not impress me as being a 
man of particularly sound judgment,” he 
said, but he was a great man for all that. 
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excitement was intense and that many talked 
as if the end of the hation if not of the 
world had come. 

Mr. Cullom was appointed a member of the 
committee of citizens which went to Wash- 
ington to make the arrangements. The com- 
mittee met the funeral train bound ‘or 
Springfleld at Harrisburg, Pa. 

“We boarded the train and accompanied 
the body homeward,” he said. Stops were 
made at Philadelphia, New York, Albany, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Indianapolis, and Chica- 
go, where the body lay in state. The grief 
of the people was touching in the extreme 
and patriotism was roused to the highest 
pitch.“ 

Mr. Cullom was the last survivor ot the 
funeral party that accompanied the body of 
the martyred president to Springfield. 


Sixty Years in Public Life. 


He enjoyed a public career of nearly sixty 
years. He was elected city attorney of 
Springfield in 1854 and during his term of 
oifice devoted his energies principally to the 
prosecution of persons charged with. violat- 
ing ordinances prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. He was elected a presi- 
dential elector on the Fillmore ticket in 1856 
and during the same year was sent to the 
Illinois legislature, where he served for sev- 
eral terms, being elected speaker in 1861. 

Mr. Cullom started on the road to Wash- 
ington about the time Abraham Lincoln left 
Springfield as president elect, but he did not 
get there until shortly before Lincom's 
death. 

When Cullom first entered congress in 
March, 1865, he found as his colleagues Gen. 
Logan, Elihu B. Wasnburne, John Went- 
worth of Chicago, Burton C. Cook, Gen. John 
F. Farnsworth, 8. 8. Marshall, and Eben C. 
Ingersoll. The last named was a brother of 
the famous Robert G. Ingersoll, who was one 
of Cullom's close friends.

Impressed with the colorless record made 
by the elder Oglesby in the senate, Cullom 
determined to devote himself to the achieve- 
ment of three important purposes during 
his first term of service in the upper house, 
These were: First, regulation of common 
carriers; second, the suppression of polyg- 
amy, and, third, the annexation of Canada. 

Two of these designs were accomplished, 
and as to the annexation of Canada, Cullom 
soon realized there was no chance of any-

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It was in the movement for the e 
of railroads that Mr. Cullom assumed the 
leadership and won the greatest renown. He 
prepared his interstate commerce bill and 
asked its reference to his committee on -A- 
roads. No one, least of all the raliroads, ex- 
pected that anything would be done about 
the measure, but Cullom woke the senate and 
the country up by making a favorable report. 

This law wes always a matter of real pride 
to Mr. Cullom and he never lost his first in- 
terest in this subject. He participated in 
the enactment of the Elkins anti-rebate 
law and in the changes made during the 
Roosevelt and Taft administration in his 
own railroad regulation measure. 

The way in which Cullom initiated the in- 
terstate commerce legislation is an indi- 
cation ofethe methods he pursued through- 
out his senatorial career. He was never a 
man to take the floor of the senate and fight 
in the open for a proposition unless the 
cards were stacked in his favor. 


Member of Old Guard.” 

He was the type of statesman-poHtician of 
which Allison was the representative in his 
day. He was always a member of the ring 
or of the old guard.“ as it later came to be 
called.

He was not sufficiently forceful to be a 
leader in the senate, but he was an efficient 
lieutenant and he served well under Aldrich. 
In his later years he was a convenient vehicle 
through which to move for adjournment of 
executive sessions when the situation in the 
senate became embarrassing. 

But while he served the powers that were, 
Cullom also used them, and they were willing 
to be so used. He had real influence in the 
senate, not with the progressive element, 
which, however, liked him, but with his old 
comrades who had worked side by side with 
him for years. 


Content with Own Bill. 

As a resuit of his activity in connection 
with interstate commerce regulation, he was 
made a member of the committee Raving this 
subject in charge, and eventually became its 
chairman. In that position he displayed 
practical sense and judgment, but it must 
be confessed that but little advance in the 
way of railroad regulation was made dur- 
ing his incumbency of this office. He seemed 
content with the railroad act of which he 
was the father, though he subsequently was 
to become convinced that it should be im- 
proved. 

He was made a member of the foreign re- 
lations committee just prior to the war with 
Spain, and took part in the fashioning of 
the legislation incident to that struggle and 
in the ratification of the treaty of peace, 
which President McKinley submitted to the 
senate. 

As the head of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, he exercised great influence, so far 
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thing of the kind, at least in his day. So far

Affected by Lorimer Case. 

Probably no question of his political career 
concerned Mr. Cullom so much as that in 
connection with the charges filed agafnst his 
colleague, Wildam Lorimer. Mr. Cullom fre- 
quently expressed dislike of Mis colleague, 
but in spite of this feeling it was with reluct- 
ance that he presented in the senate the 
charges against him. On several occasions he 
uttered the hope that the evidence woald be 
0 strong in character that there could be no 
nnen of Lorimer expulsion.

Lived and Died Poor Man. 

Senator Cullom died a poor man in worldly 
goods. He never was a rich man, and, in 
fact, he never had much more at any time 
than his salary. 

“ I had $30,000 when I went to. Washington 
first as a congressman in 1868.“ he said once, 
“Tt had made it all practicing law anu i 
thought I wagrich. But I spent most of it in 
Washington and went back to Illinois poor. 
I never saw that much mipney again.“ 

Though he spent a. lifetime in politics it 
never brought him wealth, and the question, 
Where did you get it?“ never was leveled 
at him in his entire public career of more 
than half a century. His detractors in other 
respects always admitted that Shelby Cul- 
lom was honest and that he had never sought 
to make money out of politics. One of the 
aspects of his career of which the senator 
was particularly proud was the fact that no 
charges of crookedness ever had been made 
against bim.

Shelby M. Cullom lived long and was 
long in publie service. Ten years before 
the civil war he was in position in Sanga- 
mon county and thereafter there was bard- 
ly an interruption in his occupation of office 
in his own state or in congress. He died a

The same has held true in aldermaniec 
elections. Independents have not rarely 
been elected in strong Republican wards, 
Among them were Ald. Potter, elected from 
the Sixth ward in 1904, and Ald. Thomson, 
elected from the Twenty-fifth ward in 
1908 and 1910. ’ 

Frequently the nomination of independent 
candidates has resulted in withdrawing 
enough votes from the Republican candi- 
dates to insure the election of Democrats... 

In 1912 the Republican party divided in 
two, with the consequent election of prac 
tically the whole Democratic ticket. 

The Progressive party, whatever its rela- 
tive strength to the Republican party, has 
made no inroads upon the Democratic vot- 
We now have the Republican and Progres- 
sive parties dividing the old Republican 
vote, and the Democratic vote solid. We 
have also the new nonpartisan movement, 
or, as some people call it, the “ Nonpartisan 
party,“ proposing to run candidates in the 
old Republican wards to further split up the 
old Republican vote. 

The inevitable result of this will be to give 
‘a still greater tactical advantage to the co- 
hesive Democratic voters.

‘The actual death rate 
among a group of insured who had a blood 
pressure of 143 was but 47 per cent of the 
expected death rate. In the group with a 
pressure of 150 and over, the death rate 


rejected and having a pressure of 171, the 
death rate was 153 per cent of the expect- 
ancy. Those having a high pressure, 171, 
and some organic disease had a rate of 161 
per cent of the expectancy. 

The causes of death in the high blood pres- 
sure cases were apoplexy, 18; Bright's dis- 
ease, 10; heart disease, 8; arteriosclerosis, 6; 
remainder, scattering. In the cases in which 
the blood pressure averaged 152, apoplexy 
and heart disease led, but the lead was not 
so great.

THE MIDIRON, 

Before continuing these illuminating re- 
marks on golf it might be well to echo the 
warning of Andrew Lang in an introduction 
to an edition of Walton’s Angler. If there 
are. any facts in this book,” he said in effect, 
they got in by accident.” This being un- 
“aersteod, we may proceed to consider that 
indispensable tool, the midiron. 

The most satisfying shot in golf would be 
the drive if you drove well every day, but 
all the circumstances of this stroke are not 
always within your control; on the off days 
driving is something that, since it must be 
done, twere well it were done quickly. But 
the short shot with the iron, up to, say, 
seventy-five yards, is, next to putting (which 
is as simple as beanbag), the easiest thing to 
doimaginable. You need keep but two things 
in mind: First, you must lay the right 
elbow against the side and take the club back 
with wrists and forearms; second, you must 
finish the stroke with the knuckles of the 
right hand underneath. This in itself insures 
the club head being carried through on the 
line. When this has become automatic you 
may add the crowning touch—finishing with 
the club head very low, the blade laid flat, 
and your arms perfectly straight and point- 
ing at the flag. 3 

Don't look at the ground after the ball is 
gone. Let everything follow it—club, arma, 
eyes, and body. A very good plan is to prac- 
tice the shot with eyes on the fag. When 
you discover that you can hit a ball without 
looking at it you will have no trouble in look- 
ing at it when the occasion requires. 

And this, in a word, is what I have been 
driving at, that you cannot play golf easily, 
gracefully, and accurately until you have 
lost all fear of the ball and have got rid of 
the notion that keeping your eye on it is the 
fundamental principle of the game. Almost 
any professional will tell you that it ie not 
looking at the ball that enables you to drive 
it 200 yards; it is keeping your shoulders in 
one plane throughout the stroke.

A legal technicality stands in the way of 
the immediate usefulness of the luxuriously 
appointed United States immigration sta- 
tion which was officially occupied at 846 South 
Wabash avenue yesterday. The government 
may decide it cannot be used. 

There are dormitory accommodations for 
200 men, women, and children, receiving and 
waiting rooms for several hundred more, and 
shower and tub baths. It was intended that 
every immigrant arriving in Chicago be 
safely dispatched to his relatives or to his 
proper address in the city or receive medical 
attention until able to take care of himself. 

The administration, however, has not yet 
decided if the immigrant may be forced to 
go to the bureau when he arrives in Chicago. 

Until it is decided that all immigrants be 
gent to the bureau, the bureau will stand idle.

A Vegetable Curry. 


HOUGH Mra, Lucy Yates says some pretty 
things about curry in one of her books, 
one looks in vain for a recipe, although 
she gives so many formules for choice 
dishes. She says that she believes that 

the high water mark of skill in the art of cook- 
ery ie perhaps reached by the Indian chef. 

“This is said considering the few tools and 
the kind of raw material that he mostly has to 
work with,” she adds. “The Indian climate, 
again, impels a study of foods calculated to 
tempt and stimulate appetite, but when you look 
at the limitations of the Indian larder you are 
amazed at the variety that is evolved from it. 
Its available list of materials will mostly con- 
sist of ghee—rancid butter—oll, spices, a few 
grains, and a.few vegetables, perhaps a litle fish 
er fowl and some fruits.

“Allowing for certain radical differences in 
the matter of taste, Indian culinary art leaves 
our cruder Européan methods far behind. The 
capacities of rice, for example, are quite un- 
known in this country, whereas, when properly 
treated, spiced and flavored, it is not inferior 
to macaroni; the variety of pilau, ketcheries, and 
curries that he can evolve withal to please a 
jaded appetite seems endless.
